X. Y.. .Viigust :il.--Witli the exceidion 
of the third and fourth, the races were of a conso- 
lalioii order at Fort Erie this afteriiiHin. hut fur- 
nished gmsl racing and were wilnes.sed h.v the la-st 
.Monday at teiidtiiice of the meeting. Tlie steeidecliase. 
intended as the feature, was strictly a two-horse 
race throughout. .Vwawegang and .\rian. tirst and 
second choices rcsi«*ct ively. Iiaving it iK'tween them. 
Ihglit started in the race, lull oiil.v four tinislied the 

• ■oiirse without uiishnii. Ph-ktime. Ini|>ertinence, Lit- 
tle Wall.v and Tacon.v unsealing their riders at 
various stages. Tlie followers of .iis-ke.v Powers did 
not fare so well as usual. The rider onl.v niaiiuged 
!■ land two of his six nioiuits winners. To land 
llieni in front he haii to show his hest form, i 
willi miually gmsl riding on Polar Star and ImiHslen.

Please showed miicli the most earl.v speed, hut 
tired in the liiial drive from her exhaustive tactics 
ill racing the early contenders into defeat. The 
showing of Cliief Ha.ves was a gmsl one and he 
stuck gann ly to his task and oiitgained Lens for 
third place. Chief Have' was piirciias«-il IsTor*- the 
race hy .1. H. .Vdanis from .Saiii lauiis for a re- 
ported price of SLotHi. 

The chief surprise of the aflerinMm came in the 
sixth race when Tagane made a show of lier oppo- 
nents and Won at a long price. Tagane had here- 
tofore Imvii considered in tin* ualiire of a joke 
and her owner after imiav’s race found considerahle 
en.lo.vmeiil in hanlering his former lormeiiters.

NEW ORLEANS RACING OPINION. 



President Barnes Talks About the Future — Legal 
Opinion and the Betting Question. 



Dll the lieels of The aniloiliieeinenl hy President 
Dale P.arncs of the City Park track of .New Drieans. 
the Picayntie of that city says: 

■'.til tile liM-al turfmen arc of one mitid concerning 
the future of racing here. Puhlic sentiineiit. as in 
all siieli things, will goverti llleni to a great exleiit. 
and. this iK-iiig the case, it hsiks very iiiiieh like 
racing for many of the wititer weeks, wlieii die 
city is crowded with visitors seeking to escape the 
rigors of the frozen north ami at the same time 
craving the ns-reative exeitetncnl of the races." 

"S|M-akitig for m.isidf atid ntiinv of my assiH-iates. 

I wish to say iiosllively that we will make no ciTorl 
to condilel a meeting here if we are to he made tar 
gels of ahnsi> and comh-mnation h.v the alleged re 
formers and the iiress.” declared D. H. Barnes .ves- 
terday. "There will Im> little or no iirotit in it for 
the parlies who have their money invested in the 
two lialf-milli'Ui-dollar. plants here. There will he 
little enough incentive, ten times less than caused 
the owners of the hig eastern tracks to go ahead, 
hts-aiise the crowds attending the s|Mirt siiiiplv for 
the siMiri’s sake will naturally lig many times 
smaller. 

".tceording to the iiresciit plans, tentatively made. 
IiMtil tiirfineii will buy or lease the interests of out 
side turfmen. wh.> already regard the racing gauie 
as dead in Louisiana. We will tlten see If a resiir- 
reetioii cannot Ik* acconiidished without treailing on 
an.vone’s toes, for tiofioiiy i-au deii.v that racing Is | 
a headline attiaction to tliousands of visitors who 
would not otherwise visit this city in the winter. 

"Personally. I do not iK’lieve the hotels, restau- 
rants and theaters would do much if it were not for 
the attraction offered tdeasnre-seekers during the 
winter in the shaiie of gotal racing. How nian.v of 
the hig theatrical coiniianies could alTord to come 
here if ir wen* not for tlie iileasure-loving element 
which hahitiially enjoys racing and geuerall.v spends 
its money with freedom and unrestriilut. 

"The half-mile tracks have hurt the sport here and 
will prohahly continue to bring it into disrepute 
among a certain class in siiite of the legislation re- 
cently enacted to lU'cvent gii milling. 

"Hut we iiro|K)se to bring a fairly gisxl class of 
horses here, if all gims well, and lailh tracks will 
have their meetings, t’lty Park ami the Fair 
(Iroimds.” 

.\hoiit the iM-ttiiig (luestlon. the Picayune says: 

"Local lawyers agree that while the laicke 
and Huiisicker measures (irohihit the oiicrations of 
iMHikiiiakers, the use of biindlHMiks. selling of isads 
or betting h.v the Fr«*nch pari-mutuel s.vstem. neither 
measure prevents the making and recording of Iwts 
h.etween individuals. The anti-racing |iiH>ple left 
o|K*n a gap for the heneflt of racing a la county fair, 
and it is believed that the hig tracks here can 
offer giHsI .sport in the way <if races, and at the 
same time offer tlieir patrons jierfect security in 
la.ving bets. 

"During till* hot tight which preceded the passage 
of the IsH-ke hill, hy an exceedingl.v small ma,iorlty. 
.tjayor .Martin Heliniian headed a large delegation of 
Xew Orleans hotel proprietors, restaurant owners 
and hiisiness m.'ii of every des<*rl|Uion which went to 
Haton Rouge and exerteil their intlueuce as far as 
Iiossihle_ in air effort to prevent the passage of the 
hill. They went before the lawmakers assenibletl 
and I'litered a strong idea for the .salvation of rac- 
ing. hut without success. 

".'(ime tiH* iiassage of the so-called death-to-rac- 
ing hill some of the most lirllliaut legal talent has 
advised interested parti(*s that the Locke hill was, 
in many ways, an ineffective measure no matter how 
well intended it was to prevent race truck gauilding. 

".Mayor Hehrinan gave out a statement in whic-li 
he defended his |M>sition, saying that his light 
against the Ijocke hill was mainl.v because it was 
ineffective and would lead to more disgraceful abuses 
ol racing than were already practiced. 

"He said that the numher of iiollce about a track 
would hate to he ihulhled. in case a meeting was 
held, because of the gap left oi>en for individual 
iM'tting. which might Ik* taken advantage of h.v 
many uiiscrn|iuloii< ik*isous and lead to trickery anil 
fraud. It was iKiinted out that the Cordill measure, 
regulating racing, was the safer, saner and the 
suiM'i'ior.” 

If is now alHUit certain that if there is an.v racing 
on the hig tracks next winter, it will again Ik* in 
control of local pi*oiilc. 

.V syndicate is heing formed h.v capitalists of this 
cit.v. niercliHiits and hankers, to lease the two hi; 
tracks from their iircM*nt owners. 

In .vears gone the Fair Crounds were controlled 
hv citizens of Xew. Orleans, and the Cit.v Park 
track ^ was built through money furnished bv manv 
merchants of the t're.scent City. A clash iietwee'n 
the two tracks resulted in the sale of the Fair 
CriHinds to outsiders, and the small stiK'kholders 
and some of the hi*g ones, t<K>. wire glad to get out 
of City Park. 

Then the war was dcclareil off. and for two years 
both tracks have made money. 'I'lie past winter much 
opposition develoiicd against the two tracks and 
some anti-lK*i ting le.gislalion followed. 

It is said that a iiroiiosiiion has lK*en made to 
liH-al mi*n to lease i he tracks at a fair rental 
and foi* the sport to lie controlled h.v tin* iieoph* 
of Xew Orleans, and the deal will he made this 
Week. 

Racing was carried on experimentally Saturday 
and Sninlay last over tln' half-mile Suburban track, 
uliich i.s in .Icfferson J’arisli. on the- outskirts of 
New Orleans. Tin* experiment could hardl.v lie 
voted a success. The atti*ndani*e was scant.v. few 
Iieoph* earing to witm'ss inferior horses c*onteiid 
for $I(Hi pnrsi*s. Xo iK-Mikmaking was attempted, 
and the sheriff and his deputies hud no lK*tting 
to snppri'ss. If tliere was an.v hetling it was private 
and so not noticeable. .Vlthoiigh it is claimed that 
rhis si.vic of racing w ill 1 k' contiiined it is ditiii ult 
to iMTceive wh.v.
